7:00pm - Call to Order 

Ken Tavares, Chairman of the Board, called the meeting to order at 7:00 p.m. and led the 
Pledge of Allegiance.

Before the meeting began, Chairman Tavares acknowledged the passing of Mary E. Henry, a 
long-time school teacher for the Town of Plymouth. She retired in 1986 as the 
Plymouth/Carver High School Dean of Women. Chairman Tavares said she was also the 
recipient of the Adele Manfredi Excellence in Education Award. She was also a proud Town 
Meeting Member for 20 years. Chairman Tavares asked the Board and the public to join him 
in a moment of silence in honor of Mrs. Henry. 


7:04pm - Public Comment 

Chairman Tavares started Public Comment with some clear rules. He said there are several 
people here tonight that would like to speak about John Scagliarini’s Lease and Recreational 
Marijuana so we need to keep each comment to three minutes. 

Nancy Carroll came up first and wanted to remind everyone that the Hometown Clean-up 
Day was this Saturday, April 22, 2017 and she urged everyone to volunteer. She said 
sometimes she wonders why she does this every year, and this spring she got her answer. It’s 
because the North Atlantic Right Whales came to Plymouth. She said there are only 500 in 
the whole world and 30% of the population came here to feed this spring. She said also this 
time of year 199,368 Herring begin to migrate from Nova Scotia. Ms. Carroll emphasized 
that the litter we have on the ground right now will find its way into the ocean through rivers, 
streams and by being blown by the wind. And these Herring and Right Whale will ingest this 
litter and literally choke to death, so it’s our responsibility to clean up this litter. She told the 
Board that in years past, these efforts have allowed them to collect 900 bags of trash 
throughout the Town. In closing, she urged everyone to call Patrick Farah at the Town Hall 
to get involved as you will need to get purple trash bags from him. She thanked the Board for 
allowing her to speak tonight. 

John Scagliarini came up and first wanted to echo what Chairman Tavares had said about 
Mary Henry, adding that she was a wonderful woman and will be missed dearly. He then said 
the main reason he was here tonight was to ask the Board, once again, to reconsider his lease 
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for property out on Long Beach. He said he would like to offer the Town a written proposal 
but needs time to do that so he asked if they would extend his lease for sixty days which 
would allow him to produce this proposal which would make the Town whole again by 
paying costs incurred over the past ten years due to his delinquent payments. Mr. Scagliarini 
urged the Board to reconsider. 

Marc Sirrico came up next saying he was not here at John Scagliarini’s request. He went on 
to say that Mr. Scagliarini is an asset to this Town and to the beach. He asked the Board to 
try and find it in their wisdom and will to reconsider the lease. 

Jim O’Connell came up next and said that he studies coastal barrier beaches and is a friend of 
John Scagliarini’s. He said John is an incredible steward for that beach and makes it safer for 
the wildlife and for people. He finished by saying he deserves at least the 60 day extension if 
not a reversal of your previous ruling. 

Chuck Bramhall came up and said he’s kn own John Scagliarini a long time and that they 
were roommates in college. He said John not only helps people out on the beach, he helps 
people everywhere he goes. Mr. Bramhall said he’s a man that gives more than he takes. He 
told the Board that as a tax-payer, he would like to see John out on the beach and that he is a 
valuable asset to the Town. 


7:20pm - Public Hearing - On the Tee 

On a motion by Sean Page and seconded by Shelagh Joyce, the Board accepted the Voluntary 
Relinquishment of an Annual Wine and Malt License for On the Tee LLC, 8 Natalie Way, 
Russell Quigg, Manager. Voted 5/0 


7:22pm - Public Hearing - Office Bistro 

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board 
rescinded their decision made on June 11, 2013 to modify the Liquor License for the Office 
Bistro Inc. d/b/a Office Bistro, 114 Water Street, Loring Tripp, Manager. The Liquor 
License will no longer include additional inside seating and outside patio area. Voted 5/0 


7:24pm - Town Manager’s Report 

Chairman Tavares asked the Board if they had any questions or issues with anything that was 
included in the Town Manager’s Report which had been previously emailed to them for 
review, and the Board had no questions. 

Melissa Arrighi, Town Manager, wanted to talk about a hand-out that she had just received. 

It was an organized hike along the Eel River Preserve and was a great family event. 


7:27pm - Recreational Marijuana - vinny deMacedo 

Vinny deMacedo, Senator, came up to discuss the Recreational Marijuana Ballot Question. 
He explained to the Board that all he was asking was to let the people decide whether or not 
they want marijuana retail shops in Plymouth. The law allows this question to be put onto the 
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ballot in order for people to opt out. The Senator went on to say he is not challenging the will 
of the people because this question is allowed by the law. He also touched on social media 
saying that a lot of things have been said about him ad how this was for my financial gain. 

He dismissed those accusations saying that he voted against a pay raise and when it passed he 
declined it. Senator deMacedo said he came to the Board in order to avoid going to Town 
Meeting which he will now have to do. He then said he cares about this community and has 
real concerns, and referenced the State Trooper hit and killed from behind by someone under 
the influence of medical marijuana, two kids from Falmouth being killed while driving under 
the influence of marijuana and the four kids killed on Route 495 in Middleboro after being 
hit head on by a woman under the influence of marijuana. He finished by saying he will 
come back to the Board as well as Town Meeting. 

Selectman John Mahoney told the Senator to try to not get worked up over social media. He 
then said on March 28 th you came in with this language for the question right before the 
meeting. We needed time to go through it before considering it. Also, there is a lot of 
frustration on the State level as there are no regulations in place. 

Senator deMacedo said he understands that but this is the law that was passed. You cannot 
say that the people have spoken, because it is in the law that communities have the ability to 
opt out of having retail shops in their towns. All I was asking is to give the community local 
control. 

Representative Tom Calter came up and told the Board that Vinny deMacedo did not ask him 
to come tonight. He went on to say that he has always respected the wisdom of this Board, 
but all Vinny was asking was let this community have the ability to gain local control. He 
then said it would be a shame if America’s Hometown became a marijuana magnet. 

Chairman Tavares then invited the public to come up and speak on this subject. 

Thomas Healy came up and said that the internet can be full of trolls. He then said he 
wonders why so many of our leaders are out of touch with the voters in our community. Mr. 
Healy said in November we voted on three things, legalization, commerce and taxation. He 
finished by saying he takes offense that you said I didn’t know what I was voting on. 

Paul Cripps, of Destination Plymouth, came up and said he been the Director of Tourism 
since 2000. Plymouth is still recovering from tourism ups and downs. He said Plymouth has 
been difficult to market at times. He said the downtown area has improved greatly over the 
years and said why we would want to endanger our industry. He finished by saying we need 
to protect downtown and the waterfront. 

Chris Kolacz came up next and said that the pilgrims came here for change. He went on to 
say that the Town allows Pub Crawl and has several bars and liquor stores. He then asked 
why we would treat marijuana any differently. 

Chairman Tavares then reminded the public that tonight was not to debate having retail 
marijuana in Plymouth, it was about the question so asked that people stay on topic. 

Rose Jones came up next and said it’s all about the process and the information. She went on 
to say that she voted no on question 4 of the November election but that she didn’t care either 
way if it passed or not. The majority of Plymouth’s Districts voted in favor of it. She then 
likened it to the legalization of gay marriage. People said that Massachusetts would be the 
Las Vegas of gay marriage, and it was not. She said she feels the same way about marijuana. 
Ms. Jones finished by saying no matter what happens we need to vet this out thoroughly. 
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Steve Striar came to the podium saying that he agreed with the previous speaker. He also said 
there is no place for name calling or personal attacks. He said we would have been better 
served if the legislature had not changed or delayed this and put regulations in place by now. 
He then urged the Board to stay on top of this issue. 

Ashley Shaw came up next saying that none of the speakers from previous weeks said that 
we wanted to line the streets of the waterfront or downtown with recreational marijuana 
shops. We were in support of what we voted for in November. She then said that Vinny 
deMacedo missed Section 1 of the law which states that the Town cannot deny recreational 
shops in an area where they have allowed medical shops. Ms. Shaw then said it’s too late to 
rescind the vote to put the question back on the ballot because it won’t fall within the 35 days 
prior to the election. She finished by saying she felt that the Senator using the deaths of those 
people in his argument was disgusting. 

Alex Cook came to the podium next and said he was glad that Selectmen Mahoney said he 
needed another week but was upset that he wasn’t given that time. He then said that everyone 
on Facebook and social media have bad attitudes and suggested that the Selectmen get onto 
Facebook saying that it can be nasty but it’s a good way to hear the community. Mr. Cook 
then said regarding recreational marijuana there has been a lot of negativity so he wanted to 
mention some positive notes such as tax revenue. He said $20,000 may not be a lot but it’s 
still $20,000 that can be used on roads, etc. He also mentioned that since Colorado legalized 
marijuana their highway fatalities are at a historic low.

On a motion by Anthony Provenzano Jr and seconded by Shelagh Joyce, the Board approved 
and executed the following documents between the Town of Plymouth (Fessor) and the 
Shanty Rose, Inc. (Fessee) for the use of Town-Owned Property located At 16 - 18 Town 
Wharf: 

Upon receipt of legal proof (as determined by the Town Manager) from Shanty Rose, 
Inc. that it has successfully met the conditions of the Memorandum of Terms and 
Conditions of Purchase at Foreclosure Sale (Foreclosure Sale Agreement) attached 
thereto, on or before May 1, 2017 at 2:00pm, the Board of Selectmen will terminate 
the Lease Agreement dated July 1, 1981 and all subsequent amendments thereto, 
between the Town of Plymouth (as lessor) and Reliable Fish Company, Inc. (as 
lessee) for the use of Town-Owned Property located at 16 - 18 Town Wharf. The 
Board of Selectmen’s vote to terminate the Fease Agreement dated July 1, 1981 and 
all subsequent amendments thereto, is contingent and effective only upon the 
provision of written documentation to the Town, demonstrating (1) the satisfaction of 
all obligations to lenders and mortgagees, and (2) the completion of the sale of the 
leasehold interest and improvements associated with the lease between the Town of 
Plymouth and Reliable Fish Inc. 

If all the conditions above are met to the satisfaction of the Town Manager, the Board 
will approve and execute the following documents between the Town of Plymouth (as 
lessor) and Shanty Rose, Inc. (as lessee) for the use of Town-Owned Property located 
at 16 - 18 Town Wharf: 

• Lease Agreement between the Town of Plymouth (as lessor) and Shanty Rose, 
Inc. (as lessee) for the use of Town-Owned Property at 16 - 18 Town Wharf. 

• Notice of Lease between the Town of Plymouth (as lessor) and Shanty Rose, 
Inc. (ass lessee) for the use of Town-Owned Property at 16 - 18 Town Wharf. 

• Rent Agreement between the Town of Plymouth (as lessor) and Shanty Rose, 
Inc. (as lessee) for the use of Town-Owned Property at 16 - 18 Town Wharf. 

Selectman Page asked if the issue with the parking spaces could be cleared up, to which Ms. 
Arrighi said they have already cleaned up the lot lines to alleviate any further issues.
